taste, and always akippcd over the honey 
ed aweeta tllat wero to be found in the 
deliberations of this legislative body. He 
had only been in tlu; lioiiae two su.s.sions 
but had come to the ciuicliisinn that if an 
llicial pulilicatidii w.is made of .-i atono- 
gra])licr's reiiort of duljates, the busiiiesM 
of the country wtnild proceed with greater 
rapidity. If all speeches made wore to 
be placed on record hoii. gentlemen would 
not be so prone to exhaustive debate. 
It was di.scouragim^, to s;iy the least when 
a lueinber had taken several days to hunt 
up the information coiilained in hia re- 
marks, to liiid that in the newspaper he 
was given three lines report. There was 
a groat deal of important matter 
that would, by issuing a Hansard 
be preserved for furtiiro reference. 
In tho supreme court, it was also desir- 
able that in important cises evorythintj 
coniiocted with the pi-uccediugs ahould be 
taken down verbatim. It would oiiiililo 
tho histoiy of a case which had occu])ied 
.several ((ays, to bo j)resentod to the jury 
in an iiitolligeiit shape. Tho judge's 
notes were miturally fragmentary, and as 
each couiiael took down points wliieh ho 
considered in hia favor, when the case 
came to be argued tho absence of a record 
of the evidence frotpmntly caused dia- 
agreenient. In the I'uited States the in- 
troduction of atenogniphera in tlio l.iw 
courts had boon productive (d the highest 
benefit. There was only one thing to be 
considered as in opposition tu the employ- 
ment of Btenograpners and that was tlx.' 
question of cost, but ho thought the bene- 
fits to accrue would iimre than rapay for 
tlio outlay. 

Hon. Mr. Kobaoii said aa far aa tho re- 
solution referred to the courts, be quite 
endorsed the remarks of the lion, mover 
of this resolution. Tho government hud 
for Bomo time beoi) considering the expe- 
diency of appointing court Btonographers. 
But with regard to the einijloymont of 
ateiiographers to rejjort the proceodiiigsof 
this house, he trusted that the lion, gen- 
tleman would allow an amendment ex- 
punging that from the resolution. While 
it would not bo a great cost to employ 
several stenographers to take notes, yet 
to extend thoso notes and print them 
would retjuire a very large expenditure, 
how much ho could tnit s.iy, but it 
would go far into the thouaands, and he 
did not think the c(umtry would endorse 
such an expenditure. He sincerely hoped 
that tho lion, mover would allow an 
amendment to liia~reaolutioii limiting the 
recommendation to the aiiproiiie court. 

Mr.drantsftid he had introduced a reaolu- 
tion similar, in intent) iihe ofchdr day, but he 
had only intended that notes of spe(;ehes 
ahould bo taken down, and net ]iriiited. 
It would allow of utterances and promises 
of hon. members to be accurately taken 
down, and would settle, diaputod jHiints 
when they arose. He did nut think that 
in cose remarks were printed that hon. 
members would make longer epeechos; 
it would tend to shorten them. 

Mr, 'Role nnid bo wculd accept the 
suggestion and amend his lesoliitioii so as 
to confine it to tho supremo court — half a 
loaf WHS better than no bread. 

Hon. Theo. Davie aaid lie would 
movo the amendment limiting tlio em- 
ployment of stenographers tu tho supreme 
court — seconded by Mr, Allen. Tho 
adoption of a syatom of shorthand report- 
ing in connection with tho courts was im- 
perative. Such a ayateiri would shorten 
the course of logid proceeding.i and was in 
force in all other placea. Apjiellate pro- 
ceedings would bo nugatory without, an 
acourato record of whot was a|]peaIod from 
and tho proaont provision roquiritiK tho 
judge to make a report of the ovidonoo 
and all exceijtions wivs entailing too much 
meohmucal work on the judge, besides bo- 
ing unsatisfactory to litigants. Lately 
parties to suits had employed stenograph- 



ers, but as they wero not ofhcera 
of the court their roporta wero not ac- 
cepted aa iiutlieiitic. T'liore ought to bo 
three or at least two stenographers. Tho 
system would becoma largely self sustain- 
ing by tho fees which could bo charged. 
Speaking for the piofii.ssiim ho could say 
that as a hint they wouM support the 
pro|,osal. Heferrir.g to the delay in 
rendering jmlgmenla alluded to the pre- 
vious day by Mr. t.'rant he, Mr. Davie, 
was not aware that theru was any general 
cause for complaint on I hia head. Wlien- 
evor delay had occurred it was attributable 
to tho defective systont of sending judges 
otr to do County Court work. Ho had 
always foiuid that, exce)it for this caune, 
jud;;uieiits were reiidereil ])i(.mptly. 

Air. Beavon asked how these proposed 
reporters would lie employed when not at 
the court, and what had Iwcmno of tho 
<J250 which was dovotod to tho reporting 
of judgments by the legislature. 

fTon. Mr. Davie said it was not neces- 
sary to devotu any more money to reporting 
judginenta rendered, and there waa now 
(|uito a respeclalile V(duuie of such judg- 
ments, which ^sl'|■e <pf the utmost value t(j 
the proviiiLC. In En;^l;iiid there were a 
largo number of authori/.ed and unaullior- 
izod volumes, and rc]M)rts were extensive- 
ly published iu the L'niled States and in 
Canada, and alsu in the various |>rovinces, 
Tho present pmpoaition waa an entirely 
different one from the roimrting of judg- 
ments— it was for the purpose of report- 
ing everything th.at transpired in the 
court during the progie.ss of a case -evi- 
dence, objections, discu.saioiis, and ex- 
ceptions of counsel. 

Hon. Mr. Buavun asked how tho steiio- 
granhor'a notes would reach the public. 

Hon.' Mr. Davio said that it was not iu- 
touded that they ahould reach tho puhlic. 
If any other than those iuteic-ited desired 
a copy, it could bo procured by p.iying 
the same fee ilemanded from litigants. 

Mr. Bole said that there seemed to boa 
misconception in regard to the employ- 
ment of stenographers. It was not in- 
tended that tho reports shoidd go to the 
puhlic, but that tho procoediiiga in the 
case be fully and accurately reported in 
order that the strictest justice should bo 
done to all concunied. 

Mr. Beaveu said that what ho wanted 
to know waa whether the 8tunograi>liera 
would report the decisions of judges as 
delivered in court. There was a com- 
plaint by the public that the judgments 
aa reported were not as delivered, and he 
thought that it was in tho public's inter- 
ests that such decisions should bo re- 
ported in the same way as delivered. So 
far IS thu stenographers being constantly 
enqiloyed, he did not think tlOit such 
would be tho case, or that they would 
be aulf-supporting. He understood the 
judgea hardly ever commenced work until 
noon, and what were stenographers to be 
doing until then? 

Hon. Mr. Davie .naid the reporting of 
proceodingH would also iiicluile the taking 
down of judgments as rendered, but ho 
must say that he had invariably found 
that the decisions as' reported by the 
judges agreed with their judgments aa 
ronaered. With regard to the remark 
that tho judges did not commence 
work until noon, ho could aay that 
his oxi)erionco did not show thai, but 
when there was imjiortant business to 
l>o dono he had idwaya fnonJ iu.'<»— 

Mr 'V^evhujn'w^vff'noT^s^ that tho 

stenoijrapliera would be sufficiently em- 
ployed during the year. 

Hon. Mr. Davie and other mouibora 
o.vplainod that one day's work in the 
courts would require live day's time to 
extend the notes taken. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys did not favor the 
appointment of court ateuogniphers. He 
did not think it necessary, and aa they had 
got along thirty years without them, ho 
considered the cost too great, and that the 
ajijiointment was in favor of a certain class 
only. 

A question of procedure was here ar- 
gued and reserved for decision by Mr. 

.Speaker. 

Hon. Mr. Davio said that he hoped 
that before voting the resolution down 
they would consider tho iiiqioitiuice of 
tho appointment to tlie province. At the 
present time tho report of a case was in 
the hands of tho judge, who could not be 
expected tu keep exact nntts of the 
evidence and all tho proceedings. 
He had freciuently seen caaoa where 
on being taken to a higher court; 
a dispute instantly occurred aa to 
what had taken place in the lower court. 
Litigation waa grewing and in order to 
have a proper review of any case it was of 
vital necessity to have a complete record 
of the proceedings in the lower court.' 
Twenty years ago there was little en- 
deavor mado to have an ajipellato court 
hero, and what was put up with 
then allorded no guide now, bUt 
of late litigation had been grow- 
ing and so far as the roaolntion being in- 
troduced in favor of any particular class 
he could emphatically state that such waa 
ncit the case. It waa in the best interest 
of tlie province and he trusted that hon. 
gontlcman would consider it so in voting 
upon the resolution. 

After further diacuaaion Mr. Hole, in 
oloaing the debate, said there was some 
miaconception in tho inattur so far as this 
bohig of any assistance to the lawyers; it 
was rather in, favor of the public in taking 
a case from a lower to a higher court. It 
waa Ilia o|iinion that a litigant would 1)0 
only too willing to employ a short-hand 
reporter. He knew of a case where costa 
of .^iloO wciuhl have been saved had aliort- 
haud iiotea of the case been tjiken. Ho 
thought it would be found that the ap- 
pointment of court stenographers would 
not entail any ' cost upon the 
country, for two reporters could bo 
secured at {900 per year each, and this 
sum wtiuld be recouped in fees from liti- 
gants. While favoring the amendment, 
ho W(ml(l also urge that the strictest econ- 
omy lie oliservcd iu carrying out tho jiio- 
poaitioii. It was a atop in the right direc- 
tion, ainl would greatlj' aid correct pro- 
cedure in tho courts. He hoped that the 
future would lead to the introduction of 
reporters on the floors of the house. 

The resolution, as amended, carried.

viiia with a four-horse passenger coach 
dunnd^na summer-nicnibB, and not less 
than a two-horse passenger-Teusciu uuinig 

the winter months, and that the contrac- 
tors bo held witb .' two. Buretieis under a 
bond of 910,000,;as a jutisfactory guaran- 
tee that the work will be properly per- 
formed. 

The hon. mover said there was great 
necessity for titis resolution.

district of Cariboo that a proper passen- 
ger coach service should be maiiitiiined as 
in the past, otherwise no means would be 
avttUable fur settlers or visitors to reacli 
the district. K properly maintained pas- 
senger coach and mail service waa alau a 
very important factor in sottlii)g up the 
district, espeoiallv over a road of nearly 
three hundred nuies in length, traversing 
the heart of the province; besides the 
mining district of Cariboo demanded that 
Buitablu means of communication should 
be kept up between the mines and the 
railway, for then capitalists and others 
could be induced to visit u region that 
would otherwise be most difficult to 
reach. Tho present contractors not hav- 
ing been bound 'by the Dominitm goverii- 
mont -to maintain a paaaoiiger service 
posted up notices that they would not bo 
rosjiousible for any accidents oc duLvys 
that might befall them. It was a wonder 
they did not go a step f jrther and state 
that they wuuld only carry passengers as 
a fAvor. This was a peculiar way to in- 
diico travel — it seemed to him that tho 
company wore endeavoring to keep people 
out of the district. If the Dominion 
government intended to carry out the 
present policy it waa a manifestly unfair 
one, (Hear, hoar.) 

Mr. McLeeso in aeconding the roaoln- 
tion said the present service waa little 
better than a fast freight lino and it was 
anything but comfortable for passenger 
service. He trusted that tho resolution 
would have the effect sought. 

Mr. Bole said although matters wero 
not so prosperous in Cariboo aa heretofore, 
yet it was not desirable that any of their 
conveuienoes of communication or ot 
mails ahould bo removed. He considered 
that the Dominion government was exer- 
cising a chouae-pariiig policy in reducing 
tho amount devoted to this mail service. 
Cariboo district had contributed greatly 
to tho wealth of tiio pirovincu and he 
trusted would again in the future. He 
would heartily support the resolution. 

Mr. Aden complimented the intro- 
ducer pf. the resolution: for bringing tho 
matter before the house. The present 
system was anything but aatiafactory 
both aa regards mails and cxiiress and the 
matter should be brought strongly before 
the authorities. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys favored the res- 
olution. Ho knew from personal exper- 
ience the loose manner in which, the pass- 
enger service had been performed— the 
fieight waa taken bettor care of than the 
pasaengura. 

Mr. Grant siud mail service to iaolated 
diatricts was amattor in which hefelt great 
ly interested. Ho trusted that an im- 
provement in this direction would be 
made. Ho sympathized with the present 
olibrt. 

The resolution carried unaniniously.

Since your woraliii) has mentioned 
that you will liavo somotliiiig to say why 
this motion was brought before council", 1 
will just inform you that I will alao liavo 
something to say that will not only deal 
with Hendry, but others alao. 

Tho Mayor, (angrily)— See here, Coun. 
Coughlan, as 1 told you before, you can- 
not sit there and impute to any member 
of this council or tho mayor anything 
you wish. Over in the house if a member 
makes use of Buoh language as you . have 
just done, the speaker refuses to hear hun 
again. 1 know my position hero and hi- 
tond to maintain it, and if you ever re- 
peat your conduct 1 will refuse t« listen to 
you until you apologize. I'm mayor and 
you are not going to insult me or any 
member of this board. 

Coun. Bradon rose to say something, 
when Coun. Harris jumped to his feet and 
moved that thu council adjourn until 
Saturday night when the consolidated by- 
laws will be considered. 

The council then arose at 10:45 o'clock. 



THEATRE BURNED. 

Further Particulars Retarding the Burning 
of the Union Square Theatre— A 
Total Loss. 

Later and fuller particulars of the 
Union Square Theatre fire has boen re- 
ceived. The flames started about 1 
o'clock p.m. in the rear rooms of the top 
floor. The dry wood of the building 
blazed like shavings and-jt was not long 
before the thin sheet of iron partition be- 
tween the Morton house and the Theati e 
was melted and a mass of living coa)s 
dropped on the stage. The scenery and 
curtains flashed up and whore the mem- 
bers of the Henrietta company a few 
moments before finished their morning 
rehearsal, was a. roaring furnace. The 
roof fell in a trice and the firemen wero 
forced .to.ratire owing itp . the intensity of 
the heat. The Morton House was badly 
damaged. The Star Theatre was in im- 
minent danger for sometime. A number 
of firemen wore caught by the burning 
roof, and badly injured. The loss will 
amount to about a third Of a millioiii

The Crown Prince passed a short time 
out of doors yesterday.

Green's cotton mill at Blackburn, con- 
taining 22,000 spindles, has been destroyed 
by fire.

Hon. H. G. Joly publishes a letter 
stating that illicit liquor dealing is greatly 
on the increase in Quebec. 

The grand jury at New York failed to 
find indictments against Gould and Sage 
for alleged misappropriation of Kansas 
Pacific stock. 

J. A. Bell, the 13-year old boy who 
murdered his mother at Eaton, Oluo, 
about a year ago, has boea .senteuoed to 
imprisonment for life. 

W. H. Cutten, private banker and bar- 
riater, at Guelph, Ont., was arrested ou 
Tuesday on a warrant charging him with 
obtaining $4,000 by false pretences. 

Senator Sherman reported from the 
Foreign Relations committee, a resolution 
authorizing the President to negotiate a 
treaty with the Emperor of China to ter- 
minate all agreements by which Chinese 
immigration into the United States is per- 
mitted. 

Amngementa for the Sullivan-Mitchell 
tinht have been completed. Harry Dull 
was selected for stake-holdor. Each side' 
put up £400, so that £1,000 are now up 
altogether. B. J. Hugh was selected as 
referee. Mitchell will select the place for 
the fight. 

Tho admiralty has issued to the com- 
manders of the homo squadrons full in- 
structions regarding thoir positions for 
defense in time of war, including the 
mode of manning, victualling and coaling 
their ships and tlie method for communi- 
cation. It ia reported that tho plan will 
bo tried early in the spring. 

Notice has been given by Sir Richard 
Cartwright of a resolution aotting forth 
that it ia expedient all articles niauufuc- 
tured in, or tho natural product of, the 
United States or Canada should, bo admit- 
ted from tho norts of one country to the 
other. Articles subject to duties, excise 
or internal revenue alone aro excepted.

If the Yankee fishermen respect the 
terms of the treaty, and keep outside of 
the three-mile limit, they won't j^ot uumy 
li.sh. Professor Hind supplies a scieiitiiic | 
explanation of the reasons why tlie fo-id 
of the tish iind the water of suitable tem- 
perature for the lish to live in are found 
close to the shores of Prince Edward, of 
Labrador and of Quebec. If they do not 
vrespeot, the treabr terms — if they poach 
and Professor Fosteir's cruisers cannot 
cjvtch thom — will they ruin the Canadian 
inshore tishories '( We think not. The 
fish were as plentiful on the Canadian 
coasts ill 18(J(i as in 1804 — in 1885 as in 
1871- llciii. Joseph Howe says : "As fur 
the destruction of the tisheries, when one 
thinks that the roes of thirty cod supply 
all the waste of the American, British 
and Colonial fisheries, it is not wortli 
while to discuss that question." 

We do not think there is any reason to 
be indignant over what the connnissionors 
did at Washington. ♦ ♦ ♦ Jf the 
Yankees are tickled over the treaty they 
are thankful for small favors, and if the 
Canadians are angry at it they ai'e mad at 
a trifle.

Sir Jolin's re[ily on this point is worthy 
of note, placing on recoid, as it does, an 
interesting page in his personal history:- — 

In the address, you hint at the possi- 
bility of my receiving more honors at the 
hands of oin' Sovereign. 1 may say of the 
honors i have already received at her 
hands that tlioy have all come fnnn Her 
Majesty, and ! HOW take the opportunity 
of stating that from the first to tho last of 
thom they were given to mo without any 
suggestioii or request of mine. They 
came to me without my knowing that 
they were coming. From the first 
hon(iur that 1 received at iier hands until 
the last, that of getting tho Grand Cross 
ef tlie Bath, I was taken by surprise. 1 
have particular pleasure in stating that 
t^e first intimation that I had that I was 
going to receive the last honour, the 
Grand Cross of the Bath, was * note from 
that groat statesman, then Prime Ministoi 
of England, Mr. Gladstone, which told 
Mio thiifc Hor Majesty had authorized him 
to nfl'er nio on account of my long and ilis- 
tinguiHiiod services that crowning honor of 
my career. (Jreat, however, as my ap- 
preciation of tliBKo honours has been, 1 
must state frankly, notwithstiinding how 
loyal and British I am, I feel still more 
highly tho honours that have been cen- 
ferrod upon me and the confidence invest- 
ed in mo by tho jjcoplo of Canada. I 
know well that, looking back upon my

Tiffi WGNBPy OF LABOR. 

A merchant and manufacturer in a 
neighborins: American city has resently 
bxpressed his views as to the. manner in 
whioh. that biiy may become a great man- 
ufacturing, centre. In doing BO he has 
some just and appropriate aemarks rela- 
tive to the matter of education. He 
charges, in effect, that nut enough pains 
tirotaken'in modern schools to impress up- 
on tho youth the dignity of labor. In his 
own business, his rule has been to give the 
preference, for the purpose of loarainc; a 
trade, to a graduate of the high school of 
the city; but he has found in every in- 
stance that they want a clerkship and not 
a trade. He declares that if a citizen 
wants a horse shod, a house plastered, a 
wall laid or a chimney built ho must apply 
to a foreigner. Tho reason for this ho 
tiuds in the American home and tho 
American school, inul expresses himself 
in tho following vigorous language: 

I believe we ought to put out of uur 
houses, out of our school houses and out 
of our educational sy.stoiii tliiit false, abom- 
inable, niioer:iblo, (iamuublu destroyer of 
American prospurity, the idea that honest 
work is not as hoaorablu as a dudeahip or 
a clei'kship. 1 believe thut the honest 
hauds,soilod though they be witli the shoe 
blacking or tho sout of the anvil or the 
cinders of the machine sliop will v/asli 
clean, while the shrivelled, dried uj), 
alai ved and faiuishc-d iiatiue of the other 
never can be swelled out to its fulness 
again. 

This is plain talk, but it is a kind of 
talk of which the world stands in need. 
The evil of which the gentleman com- 
plains is not restricted to a city or a state. 
It is found ill Caiiada, in British 
Coliinibiti, iis well as in the neighbor- 
ing Uepuliiic, Not tliat education 
ill itself ia a mislortiiiie, IiuL that 
there is eitlier oncoiiragcd or tacitly per 
mitted to grow with it tho notion that it 
places young men uu a more respeotable 
basis than those who earn their bread by 
manual toil, and that in some way this 
superior dignity must be maintained. It 
gratifyuig to note, however, that the 
evil is becoming more recognized; and 
thiit from many sources there comoa a 
demand for ref(a'ni in this direction. In- 
dustrial schools are slowly inaking way, 
and the general duiuaiul for greater prac- 
tical results from school training ia bear- 
ing fruit in the iiKjre ju'actical sjiirit that 
begins to pervade our educational system 
Xo more worthy or faithful lesson than 
the dignity of labor can be impressed 
upon the minds of our youth.

badly treated in tlio failure of tho China 
stoamors to call here, and thoj' surely 
must, they can easily got oven. Let 
thom boycott tho stoaiiiors, ovoii if it 
did cost a litto more, whicii we aro 
assured it would not. Not an ounce of 
Victoria freight should bo sent by that 
route ; importers owe a duty to this city 
in ordering their goods anyway but by 
tho steamers in conneotien with the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. As they are 
under the patronage of the 0. P. R,, 
and could be easily influenced by that 
monopoly if necessary, it might be neces- 
sary to go oven further in future. We 
are happily not dependant on that road.

Frequently tlie st:iliies are under llie same 
roof with the ten.-int. His alloivauee of 
furniture, fond anrl eldtliinu; lii'ing llxed 
by lii.s landlord, he lives scantily. The 
building is usually of pine or ceilar logs 
about ton inches in diameter, barkeil and 
set neatly together. It is of ono story In 
height, with one roo'm, generally has 
three or four windows, witli oiw sash in 
each, and they are protected from the out- 
siile by rude beard sliutiei'rf, which when 
closed at night nia'Ki' complete darkness 
within and ventilation miserable. Tho 
floors are of logs or earth, and the beds 
are on the floor. 

There are no stoves iu a peasant's house. 
A stick aud clay chimney fireplace suf- 
fices. Here warmth is secured, and the 
food la cooked in kettles. Tho family 
meal Is spread on the floor, and the repast 
Is partnken of while sitting on folded legs, 
tailor style. In front of many of these 
houses, which are covered with hay and 
poles — a rough sort of thatch— the trav- 
eler frequent ly sees a drosky from the 
city, tho vehlcli' of the laudlord, who pays 
dally visits.— St. Petersburg Cor. New 
York Mail and K-vpress.

Act." He said that iho bill should 
properly havo emanated from a logid 
member of the house; but that last session, 
altlnuigh Ihoro were three membera of tho 
legal profussitm on tho floor none had 
moved in that direction. Therefore, ho 
felt it incumbent on him to try and 
break down the present barriers so as to 
make tho profesaion at least rcci|)rocal in 
its character. He did not think of all tho 
learned profesaioiis that uf the law should 
be the only oiiu j)rotected by legislation 
of a restrictive character mid hedged 
about with privileges that no other pro- 
fession asked or would get if tlioy did aak. 
A doctor, a civil engineer, a school tea- 
cher could embark in tho practice of hia 
profession us soon as ho landed here; but 
a barrister or solicitor must wait and, 
Iiorhaps, starve for one year before he 
dared to engage in practice. Was this 
right ? In tho bill he guarded against the 
adinisaiun of improper characters, and 
only those meuiborg of tho pro- 
fession from provinces where the 
saiuo privilege was extended to 
lawyers from our own ])rovinoo could 
bo admittoil lieii! on giving two months' 
notice. It was a libel on our young law- 
yers to say that they could not compete 
with intellecl.s from abroad; and suppos- 
ing they could not, they would have an 
oi)])ortiniity lo sit at the feet of (ianudiela 
from the east and receive instruction 
that would suuii enable them to compote 
witli the best men from the bar of any 
other country. Ontario oxteiidod the 
same privilege the bill asked to barriatera 
from this province, aii.l aa aiiaci uf simple 
justice lie asked that British Columbia 
should not be ovo step behind her older 
sister in liberality ami fairness. Lot the 
house pass this bill and so hold out the 
hand to legal gentlemen to c^as the 
mountains to come among us and enjoy 
tho blessings of our It.-diaii sky and ban- 
ana climate (liear ami laughter.) 

Mr. Martin saiil the pn.^seiit liill was an 
' atidkiug-horaii of the npiiositiuii, but it 
had now been l.ikeii up by the ambitious 
loLjialator from Esipiimalt district. Tho 
bill waa brought in for the purpose of al- 
lowing the inlrnduction of inferior men 
from the easturn provinces, simply bu the 
purpose of cheating the young men now 
here out of their birthright.
